1. Wecome and DHMH Updates

K. Stern called roll and welcomed all participants.

K. Stern reviewed agenda and materials.

K. Stern announced Amy Solis as theinterim Westat project director, and thanked Steve Peace—
previous project director - for his hard work over the past 9 months.

K. Stern asked the reporters to review the website
and make recommendations for enhancements. Recommendations may be submitted to K. Stern
viaemail or telephone contact.

2. Update: Westat MCR QA/DM

A. Solisannounced M. Mesnard as Westat’s new QA supervisor.

Thereporters were reminded that the quarterly Reporting Deadline was September 30, 2008.
The reporters were acknowledged for their responsiveness in assisting the MCR CTR’s with
complying with the Medical Record Disease Index Requests and Death Clearance Follow-Back
Requests. A. Solis reported that Westat will complete two years at one time next year to remedy
backlog and provide more timely feedback on compl eteness of reporting.

MCR QA/DM is planning to visit 10 facilitiesin December and January to conduct on-site re-
casefinding (completeness) and re-abstracting (data quality) audits. Facilities will be notified in
advance with instructions regarding preparations for the site visit and any local requirements
necessary to accommodate the MCR QA/DM on-site review team. In response to a reporters’
question about further detail on the audits, M. Mesnard responded that cases will be selected and
re-abstracted for quality and completeness of casefinding procedures.

A. Solisreported that the NAACCR Call for Data submission deadlineis December 1. Asa
result, Westat is working diligently on a variety of data cleanup activities such as edit review,
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duplicate assessments and DCO/DCN creation. NPCR Call for Data submission is by the end of
January, 2009. A. Salis reported that Westat will continue to be involved in data clean-up
activities in order to ensure the high quality of the data being submitted.
